RIDDLED BY 


SHOT AND SHELL 


Mutinous Fleet at Sevastopol Surren- 


ders After Short Engagement. 


MANY KILLED OR WOUNDED 


Barricade of the Mutineers on Shore 


Carried by 
';rm by Troops Under 


Command of General Neptueff—No 
Report of Battle Except Through St 
Petersburg. 


St. 
Petersburg, 
Nov. 30.—Many 


members of the crew of the cruiser 
Otchakoff were killed or wounded in 
a desperate battle between the muti- 
nous sailors and the troops in the 
forts on shore. During the battle the 
town and the forts were bombarded 
by the guns of the cruiser Otchakoff, 
which lies a burning wreck off Admir- 
alty point, its hull riddled with shells 
and its flaunting red ensign of revolu- 
tion hauled down. 


According to one report the bar- 


racks of the mutineers was carried by 
storm after the mutinous fleet, which 
is said to have numbered ten vessels, 
had surrendered, and the whole posi- 
tion is now in the hands of the troops 
under the command of General Nep- 
tueff. The Associated Press, however, 
is unable to guarantee the correct- 
ness of this report. 


Owing to the interruption of the 


telegraph, details of the battle are dif- 
ficult to obtain, but as the Associated 
Press is authoritatively informed by 
the naval staff, the battle was begun 
by the troops on shore, who opened 
fire on the Otchakoff, which was de- 
fiantly displaying the red flag. The 
commander of the Otchakoff, Lieuten- 
ant Schmidt, immediately accepted the 
challenge, replying with both batteries, 
one trained on the town and the other 
on the Fort Alexander batteries on 
the north shore.1 


Captain Zilloti, aide de camp to Ad- 


miral Wirenius, chief of the naval gen- 
eral staff, informed 
the 
Associated 


Press that the latest dispatches re- 
ceived from Sebastopol showed that 
the Otchakoff was on fire and badly 
riddled with Its revolutionary colors 
hauled down, but he was unable to 
give more definite information. 


According to a more detailed report 


received from another 
source and 


purporting to come from the admiral- 
ty, the battle began at 3 o'clock p. m., 
when Lieutenant Schmidt, not receiv- 
ing a reply to the demands of the mu- 
tineers, opened fire from'a fleet of ten 
ships, to which the northern batteries 
at Fort Alexander,/artillery posted on 
the shore, and several vessels which 
remained loyal replied. 


During the navai battle the sailors 


on shore; entrenched-in the barracks, 
defended their position with machine 
guns and rifles against the attacking 
infantry. 
After an engagement last- 


ing two and a half hours, with the 
Otchakoff riddled and on fire and the 
cruiser Dnieper and another 
vessel 


sunk, Lieutenant Schmidt, who had 
been badly wounded, surrendered the 
entire squadron. 
The mutinous sail- 


ors on shore surrendered to the Brest 
and Bielostok regiments. 


According to this report, the Pante- 


leimon (formerly the Knlaz 
Potem- 


kine) was injured below the water 
line and a torpedo boat is ashore on 
the rocks. 


No details of the casualties or of the 


damage suffered by the town are ob- 
tainable by the admiralty, but owing 
to the confined space in which the ac- 
tion was fought it is improbable that 
the town escaped without heavy dam- 
age. 


Driven Back from Vladivostok. 


Tokio, 
Nov. 
30.—The 
Russian 


cruisers Rossyia, Gromoboi and Boga- 
tyr arrived at Nagasaki from Vladi- 
vostok. Captain Jessen, of the Ros- 
syia, said they left Vladivostok in the 
midst of a disturbance. 
They will 


stop at Nagasaki a few days to await 
orders from the Russian government. 
There is much speculation as to why 
the three warships left Vladivostok, 
while a disturbance was in progress.

BRINGS ISSUE TO A FOCUS

37TTO THE AUK. 


Gives Commission Power to Determine 


Reasonableness of Charges and Con- 
fers Authority to Examine Accounts 
cf 
Interstate 
Railroads—Provides 


Penalties for Violations. 


Washington, Nov. 30.—The more im- 


portant provisions of the bill prepared 
by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion and now in the hands of the sen- 
ate committee on interstate commerce; 
are 'summarized as follows: 


It 
authorizes 
'the 
commission, 


through inspectors, to examine the ac- 
counts of interstate railroads, forbids 
the keeping of any other books of ac- 
count except those prescribed by the 
commission. 


It defines the word transportation so 


as to include all instrumentalities em- 
ployed by the carrier, including ele- 
vators, terminals, cars, whether owned 
by the carriers or other parties for 
refrigeration, ventilation or cither pur- 
poses and requires the carrier to fur- 
nish such transportation upon reason 
able request of the shippers, publish- 
ing the total charges for such trans- 
portation. 


It gives to tie interstate* commerce 


commission the power, where rates 
and 
practices of railways are com- 


plained of by individuals or corpora- 
tions, as unjust or unreasonably dis- 
criminatory, to determine upon full 
hearing what a just and reasonable 
rate practice is which should take 
the place of the rate practice 
con- 


demned by the commission. And in 
discharging this duty, the commission 
is given power to fix a maximum rate; 
to fix the differential and to prescribe 
both maximum and minimum rates; 
to enforce the same when that may 
be necessarj- to prevent discrimina- 
tion forbidden by the bill, but not oth- 
erwise; to change the classification of 
any article. 


If also gives the commission the 


power, in case it fixes a joint rate and 
the carriers interested are not able to 
Jigree on its apportionment, to make 
a supplemeatal order apportioning the 
same. 


A similar power is given to estab- 


lish through rates and joint rates and 
to fix the.terms and conditions under 
which routes shall be operated, if the 
carriers fail or refuse to agree upon 
the same. It also provides that where 
the owner of the property transported 
renders any service in connection with 
the transportation or furnishes any in- 
strumentality used, the commission 
may, on complaint, determine what is 
a reasonable charge to be paid by 
carriers for such service or instru- 
mentality. 


It provides for the collection in the 


courts of overcharges found due by the 
commission and the penalties for the 
failure of the carriers to observe final 
orders of the commission, 


if a carrier does not comply with 


the final order of the commission, or 
If any officer or agent knowingly faiis 
Dr neglects to obey the same, he shall 
forfeit to Jhe United Slates S-3000 for 
each offense 
Each violation shall be 


deemed a separate offense These pen- 
allies shall become applicable unless 
wnt!)in Jhe Jirne limit proceedings to 
vacate the order shall have been be- 
gun or unless the commission by sup- 
lemenial proceedings has modified or 
suspended Ihc same. 


It provides that th« final orders of 


the <-oTT)-mi.=;sion shall lake effect within 
3ft days from the time they are servM 
fin the carrie-"-. and unless vacated by 
the courts said orders will remainJ 


effective for the spare of one year.

WILL FOOTBALL 
LAST ANOTBEB YEAB ? 


A wave of feeling, one of immense 


proportions, against the popular fall 
sport of football is sweeping over the 
country. Within the past few weeks 
it has become almost vicious and it 
is thej unanimous opinion of football 
experts that the last real game of 
football, at least among educational 
institutions, is being played today. 


There is probably good ground for 


this feeling. 
The football 
coaches 


and players themselves can blame no 
one but themselves for this public 
opinion, and if measures are taken 
by every college in the country, eith- 
er jointly or individually, to abolish 
the present 
style 
of playing, they 


should not be surprised. 


Because of'the unusual persistency 


of the coaches and players in using 
the massed plays this fall, the injur- 
ies have been more numerous and ser- 
ious. . It was said at the opening ol 
the season that more 
open 
plays 


would be inaugurated this fall, but 
his has not been carried out. 


Nineteen fatalities have already re- 


sulted from football.

here were 10 high school players, 3 
:ollege men, 1 girl player'and 5 oth- 
:rs. Most of the deaths were caused 
either from injuries to the head or in- 
ternal injuries.

treated his theme, "Thanksgiy- 
jujr—Its Essential Conditions," in 
an admirable manner. 


Rev. Mr. Miller's sermon fol-

"Be ye thankful."—-Col. 3:15. 
The apostle here exhorts the Colos- 


brethren not only to be steadfast 


in "faith, possessing charity, and to let 
the peace of God rule in their hearts, 
bait also to recognize another, namely; 
the element of gratitude. "Be 
ye 


thankful." He knew well what the 
fundamental principle of true thanks 
giving involves, and understood thor- 
oughly what constitutes genuine grati- 
tude. Paul's conception demands the 
incarnation of this element. 
"Be ye 


thankful." 
The life counts. Nor is 


this incarnation to be temporary, or in 
any measure limited. It is to become 
identical with one's existence. For the 
apostle, beholding the Master in the 
simple beauty of his matchless 
life, 


unadorned save with.every grace and 
virtue, exclaims again, "abounding 
therein With thanksgiving." Gratitude 
's to be the ever-present, all-abound- 
ing characteristic. 


True thanksgiving has a profounder 


meaning than gratitude for obvious 
gifts. It recognizes that some of the 
greatest benefits are not material, and 
that richest blessings are oft times to 
human vision unseen. Moreover, it ap- 
preciates the fact that present condi- 
tions do not necessarily represent the 
full measure of blessing if indeed they 
ippear to be a blessing at all. An 
nfortunate occurence may seem over- 
whelmingly disastrous, yet will be

me the trend of universal hifetory, you 
will recognize the fact that these prin- 
•iples, moving toward their consum- 
mations, coursed their way through- 
out the centuries carrying an irrezisti 
Ac power. The experience of genera- 
tions furnishes ampie testimony that 
a lolty idea, in strict accordance wiUi 
truth, dooms to decadente all doctrines 
not in harmony with itself. All his- 
tory has a sacred philosophy. There 


, a pb'uible reason back of each in- 


cident, a fundamental 
idea beneath 


every occurrence, a controlling thought 
antedating each result. 
Great prin- 


ciples move among rapidly changing 
events, relegating to destruction false 
teaching, extolling the virtue of right 
eous precept, and they never fail. 


But of all the sovereign principles 


which are the potent factors of his- 
tory, none have been more productive 
of great results, than the principle oi 
freedom. 
It is the faithful attendant 


of progress, the champion of civiliza- 
tion. Born, of God, universal as the 
atmosphere of .heaven, pulsating witih, 
the power of the Omnipotent, It is the 
Master Spirit of the ages 
It 
has 


walked hand-in-hand with human in- 
terests ever since the first ray of 
dawning light fell athwart the eastern 
sky, and God gave freedom birth in 
the wisdom of love divine. It was the 
moving power in the ancient crusadeF 
which struck the deathblow to feudal- 
ism and partially opened the way ic 
Europe to modern enlightrment and ad 
vancemeu't. It lifted its inspiring pres 
ence in the midst of King Join's tyr 
anny. and they called it "Magna Char 
ta," the keystone of English liberty. 
the bulwark of constitutional law. In 
sunny France it found its ideal in the 
piety and hercasm of the young Maid 
of Orleans. 
It unsheathed the swore* 


of Wallace, and still keeps it bright 
among the heachered hills of Scotland 
When the foot of papal Rome well-nigh 
crushed the world, this principle, ap 
^arently liftless, was not dead. It one 
day stirred the soul of Luther, became 
incarnate, and humanity stretched forth 
Willing hands to foster freedom of 
thought and speech. 7 It thrills all his- 


ud before the false principle of unequal 
rights. The brotherhood of cuuiu was 
forgotten In the zeal lor self aggrandi- 
zement. But In the 
fulness of time, 


God's eternal principle granting equal 
rights and privileges to all, rose above 
'the selfish purposes of men, and a ser- 
vile race passed out of manacles into 
manhood. And you will remember es- 
pecially today, that when tyranny bl- 
lenccd Puritanism in Europe, it cross 
cd the surging sea, and 
was heard 


again on Plymouth Kock, proclaiming 
that the first article in a. nation's creed 
should be the freedom of self-govern- 
ment. 


•So much for this principle. Now as 


to the condition which it produces. I 
find its best illustration for this occas- 
ion in the condition in which the Phil, 
grim Fathers, to Whom I just referred, 
found themselves during- their 
early 


experiences in this country. 
In them 


the thanksgiving spirit had become 
largely incarnate. 
The condition of 


being free was vital to them—it was 
even life itself. For it they left home 
and friends. Here was life beneficent, 
'erne with me across three hundred 
years to that winter of severity in 
Massachusetts. 
Only rude huts and
